Deputies Seeking 
Peace Settlements 


LONDON, (Reuters)—The small- 
er Allied powers were marshalling 
their forces Tuesday, opening day 
of the London “deputies” confer- 
ence at which representatives of 
the Big Four foreign ministers wil! 
start work on the German and 
Austrian peace settlements. 

A Canadian spokesman said the 
dominion has no special interests 
in the German settlement but has 
strong views on the need for long- 
term stability in Europe to which 
the treaty will contribute. 

There are indications that the 
Czech and Polish delegations will 
make a joint stand on Germany 
The main interest of the Yugoslavs 
lies in the Austrian treaty, in the 
negotiation of which Yugoslavia 
is staking a claim to be regarded 
as a major interested party at all 
stages. 

Austria herself has asked that, as 


the first victim of Hitler's aggrés- 
sion, she should be allowed to par- 
ticipate in preparations for the 
treaty with Austria.

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Italian President Resigns, 
Country Heading for Crisis 


ROME, (AP)— Giuseppe Saragat, 
leader of the Socialist party's anti- 
Coramunist insurgents, submitted 
his resignation as president of 
Italy's constituent assembly, his sec- 
retary said Monday night, amid 
increasing portents that the govern- 
ment is headed for a crisis 

The announcement came snortly 
after Foreign Minister Pietro Nenni, 
leacier of the Socialist party's pro- 
Communist faction, declared that 
the schism-split party's pact of 
united action with the Italian Com- 
munist party henceforth “ceased to 
ve a formula and became a concrete 
fact.” 

A decision to convoke the assembly 
to act on the resignation can be 
taken only after the return of Pre- 
ymier de Gasperi from the United 
States. 

Nenni's reaffirmation of the pol- 
icy that split the party at its 25tn 
congress last week was accompanied 
in late editions of Rome newspapers 


by speculations that de Gasperi 
would be confronted by a grave 
crisis when he returns late this 


week 


NEW YORK, (AP)— Italian Pre- 
mier de Gasperi told his country- 
men in a radio broadcast Monday 
that his trip to the United States 
has given him “not only hope but 
certainty” that American help will 
enable Italy to make a complete 
economic recovery

NEW DELHI, (AP) — Mobandas 
K. Gandhi continued’ his march 
through east Benga] Tuesday, car- 
rying his non-violence doctrine in- 
to the Noakhali district which was 
swept by Hindu-Moslem conflict last 
October. 

Villages in the Noakhali district 
are close to each other and Gandhi 
rarely travels more than two miles 
to the next resting place. With the 
Ti-year-old patriarch go his four 
black goats and smal) retinue of 
personal followers. From village to 
village his followers sing hymns 
and at the entrance to many ham- 
lets the girls blow on conch shells 
the traditional signal in Bengal 

Varying opinions have been ex- 
pressed as to whether Gandhi is 
succeeding with his demonstration 
of the force of truth and non-vio- 
lence. Newspapers loyal to him as- 
sert that he is bringing relief to 
Hindus recently harassed by Mos- 
lems, who are in the majority there 
and that he is also restéring peace 
and goodwill. Moslem papers des- 
eribe his tour as a failure 

Press reports from Gandhi's 
camps indicate his statements have 
been temperate. He already has ex- 
tended his tour several times and 
latest reports say he intends to con- 
tinue until early March

OTTAWA, Canada’s quota o 
token shipments to the Unitec 
Kingdom for 1947 has been fixed at 
20 percent of the aver annual 
value of prewar export trade, it ha 
bee nannounced by the department 
of trade and commerce 


4#il products approved by the Un- 
itel Kingdom authorities for token 
shipment Curing 1946 will be eligible 
for this quota, and this list will be 
extended further during 1947 

However the percentage quota 
allowed for additional products will 
be progressively less than 20 per- 
cent, commensurate with the lapse 
of time from the beginning of the 
year, to the point where additions to 
the list are announced 

The token shipment scheme came 
into operation on April 8, 1946, and 
during the remaining nine months 
of the year quotas were issued to 
the approximate value of $1,500,000

value the scheme made it possible 
for 115 Canadian firms to re- 
introduce their products on the 


United Kingdom markets had been

To Change Policy 
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License for CKUA 


Upon the several occasions the provincial 
Government has applied to the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporaton for a commercial license for 
radio station CKUA the applications have been 
refused. 

Since CKUA qualified in ewery way for a 
commercial license, and since, on the basis of 
precedent and population, there appears to 
ample room in this community for three com- 
mercial stations, the provincial Government has 
interpreted these repeated refusals as discrimin- 
atory action on the part of the CBC. With that 
inescapable interpretation The Edmonton Bul- 
letin has agreed and still agrees 


Now it is announced that applications from 


Post Office Depart- 


Edwards 


provinces for commercial radio licenses are to 
be sent to the federal cabinet and not to the 
board of governors of the CBC. In the light of 
that information, the provincial Government is 
said to be preparing still another application 
for CKUA, 

In view of the fact that it is difficult to 
imagine the federal Government resorting to 


cheap discrimination, as the CBC has done, there 
is no conceivable reason why the proposed new 
application should not be successful 

CKUA is an admirably managed station and 
has built its programs to a high level of use- 
fulness and entertainment. It has demonstrat- 
ed in unmistakable fashion its fitness to con- 
tinue contributing to the information and en- 
joyment of Alberta listeners, It is most unjust, 


then, that it should be deprived of the means 
of revenue, ‘ 
There is no conceivable reason, regulatory 
or other, why CKUA should not be given 
such a license, There is every reason why it 
should. 
The federal cabinet, by granting this ap- 


plication, can not only do justice to the legitim- 
ate claims of the provincial Government in this 
regard, but do something towards sponging off 
the black marks of discrimination which the 
public, in this and in other matters, has chalked 
up against the CBC, 


Safety is a Right

The public 
have a right to know that air-travel is being 
Safe-guarded everywhere by lessons learned 
from disaster anywhere.

Canadian consumers will not submit to 
fationing as willingly as they have done 
if they are given the impression that meat thus 
made available for shipment to Britain may 
never reach those who need it. 

Canadian farmers will see nu reason why 
they should particularly exert themselves to 


raise hogs if there is a chance that the bacon 
may rot in British warehouses because handlers 
will not move it to consumer markets 


In ordinary circumstances no one in Canada 
might care greatly whether meat shipped to 
England was eaten by humans or by rats so long 
@s it was paid for. But the cireumstances are 
far from ordinary, Canadian farmers have been 
cutting down hog production at an 
rate. Whether they will speed up, and how 
much, under the terms of the new bacon agree- 
ment, is not known. Canadian consumers are 
eating less pork than they ever did before. They 
are eating less than they are entitled to eat, 
end turning in unused coupons so more can be 
shipped oversea 

Sympathy for Britain's under-fed people 
has played a definite part in causing high pro- 
duction and restricted consumption of meat in 
Canada, It has only done so because there was 
confidence that supplies shipped to British ports 
would certainly reach the consumers, To dis- 
turb that confidence could react in only one 
way—to cut down the supplies moving to Brit- 
ain 

It has not been reported that meat has as 
yet actually spoiled at the London docks, But 
if not, this is no fault of the truckmen. And spoil- 
ing will almost certainly happen if the strike 
spreads to other ports 


and to other groups in- 

volved in the distributing operation—as has 
been threatened 

So far as Canadians are concerned, it is the 

business of the truckmen and their sympathiz- 


ers whether they work or do not work, And the 
business of the British authorities what they 
do about it 


But it is the business of Canadian consumers 
whether they stay on rations in order that bacon 
can be shipped to Britain And the 
of Canadian farmers whether they raise more 
hogs in order that these shipments can be large. 

All parties having to do with distribution 
in England would do well to make note of these 
facts. There will be no enthusiasm in Canada 
for raising hogs and doing without bacon if the 
Pesult is to pile up supplies to rot in British 
ports. There will be less enthusiasm than there 
has been if distributing agencies there take the 
Position thal they may—or may nol—pass the 
supplies along to the cousumers.

That peace will result from the London con- 
ference is wishful thinking, rather than promise. 
That Jews and Arabs will both be represented 
is doubtful. That either will be represented by 
any person or persons who can guarantee ac- 
ceptance and enforcement of an agreement is 
equally doubtful. 

In the three-cornered dispute, only one 
party speaks with a single voice.
